Plain Language Is Used—Open Decla 
ration That a Refusal to Heed Her 
Protest W ill Result iu a Rupture of 
Diplomatic 
Relations—Secretary 
Sherman Firm. 


W ashington, July 26.—That 
Japan 
will continue to oppose the Hawaiian 
annexation 
treaty

shown by the latest protest of the Jap­ 
anese government, under date of July 
IO, which is now made public for the 
first time, notwithstanding that the 
seal of secrecy has not yet been re­ 
moved from it by either the state de­ 
partment or the senate committee on 
foreign relations, to which it was re­ 
cently referred by Secretary Sherman. 
While couched in polite and diplo­ 
matic language, the protest 
is

ficiently firm in tone to

that 
Japan will continue to wage a diplo­ 
matic war, and, possibly, go further, 
to prevent the consummation of the 
annexation policy. 
It is impossible for Japan to “view 
with unconcern and in a spirit of ac­

waiian sovereignty,” the imperial gov­ 
ernment significantly declares.

The Hawaiian treaty of annexation, 
negotiated by .President McKinley, was 
stiill unacted upon when congress ad­ 
journed. 
In open session after much debate 
the senate passed the Cuban belliger­ 
ency resoluti?n, a bankruptcy bill, in­ 
cluding both voluntary and involun­ 
tary features, and the “free homes” 
bill. None of these important ques­

A five gallon can of kerosene, and 
ti Lu bel of oil soaked rags were used 
Iv vhe lire bug who attempted to burn 
i a “ White Meat Market,” at GO South 
Liver streets early this morning. After 
making an hour’s fight, the flames 
were fiaaUy controlled, the loss being 
about $500. 
The building is owned 
by the Haviland estate, the meat butt­ 
ress is owned by M. H. Haviland, and 
George Ercanbraek is the manager. 
The building was insured for $1,200 
ai d the contents for $3C0. 
There is 
no doubt but w hat the fire was of in* 
candi try origin. 
The blaze was a peculiar one, and 
clouds of suffocating smoke made it 
difficult to fight. 
The odor of kero­ 
sene was very marked, and the smoke 
swelled as it something beside wood 
was burning. 
The alarm was sent in from box 18, 
at 1:50 o’clock, by Charles Emmons 
and Watchman Bd. Smith. 
Emmons 
had been driving and was watering 
his horse at the Riverside hotel foun­ 
tain when he saw the flames. 
He at 
once notified Watchman Smith and 
the alarm was turned in. 


Sm oke W as T h ick. 
The department was soon at the 
scene, and the firemen at once saw 
th at they had a hard fire to fight. 
Clouds or smoke were arising from 
the building and floating off into the 
Third ward. 
The smoke had a pe­ 
culiar odor, asw ell as a peculiar color, 
and looked like a bank of fog. 
The 
building was of frame construction. 
The first flior was used 
as 
the 
meat market, and the upper floor as a 
residence. 
Ira Bryant and family had 
resided in the flat, but ten days ago 
they moved out. 
Since then, the 
rooms have been vacant. The fire was 
on the second floor, and the flames 
were bursting through the roof when 
the department arrived. 
Three heavy 
streams were soon playing on the 
building, but the flood of water did 
not seem to have much effect. 
Re­ 
gardless of the thick amoke, the fire­ 
men pushed into the flaming building, 
and attacked the flames from all sides. 
When they got inside, the odor of 
kerosene could be plainly distinguished 
and the reason of the stubbornness of 
the flames was explained. 
The flood 
of water soon had sn effect, however, 
and at 2:45 the “ out” signal was 
struck. 


F in d O il Can and R ags. 
Chief Spencer now has in his po* 
session, a five gallon kerosene can,and 
a lot of the oil soaked rags used by 
the 
incendiary. 
Holes 
had 
been 
broken in the plaster on both sides of 
the dining room, and rags soaked in 
the kerosene crammed into them. The 
match was then applied. 
When the 
rags began to burn, flaming pieces tell 
down between the wails along the 
studding, and fire ran up to the roof 
in the same channel. 
In this way the 
entire building was ignited, and that 
the department saved any part of it 
seems almost w naerf a1, as the flames 
were hard to reach. 
But this wa6 not all. 
The fire bug seemed to be bent on 
making a thorough job of it, and was 
not satisfied with setting fire to the 
rags in the hole in the wall. 
As the 
firemen felt their way around in the 
smoke, they found a small closet open­ 
ing off of the dining room.

filled with oil and rage, which were 
burning rapidly.

The fire bug had entered by the back 
stairway, and no one saw him come 
or go. 
George Ercanbrack says he was at 
the market at 10:30 o’clock last night, 
to get his bicycle. At th at time every­ 
thing was all right, and there was no 
evidences of fire. 
The roof and up stairs portion of the 
building were extensively damaged, 
while minor damage was done in the 
lower portion. 
The loss is fully cov­ 
ered by insurance, written by Carter Sc 
Haselton.
